(JP) — 
Hu go L. Black, who came ou t of 
the deep sou th as a liberal sen ­ 
ator 10 y ears ago, will pu t on 
the robes of a su prem e cou rt 
ju stice n ex t October. 
The ou tspoken Alabam an , con ­ 
firmed by his colleagu es late y es­ 
terday by a 63-16 v ote, will be 
the first Roosev elt appoin tee to 
the high tribu n al. 
By their on e-sided con firm a­ 
tion , sen ators rejected the con ­ 
ten tion of oppon en ts th a t he 
on ce belon ged to the Ku Klu x 
Klan an d was tem peram en tally 
u n fitted for the ben ch. 
The 5 1-y ear-old New Dealer, 
acceptin g con gratu lation s w ith a 
broad smile, said he will resign ! 
from the sen ate at on ce. After 
a v acation , he will take the seat 
of the con serv ativ e Ju stice Willis 
Van D ev an ter, retired, when the 
au tu m n term of cou rt begin s. 
Black 
pledged 
him self 
to 
“serv e the people to the best of 
my ability .” He will hav e op­ 
portu n ity , if he wishes, to help 
pass on con stitu tion ality of laws 
which he helped pass. 
Despite the v ehemen ce of the 
opposition , fewer sen ate v otes 
were registered again st him th an 
again st con firm ation of either 
Chief Ju stice Hu ghes or the v et­ 
eran Ju stice Bran deis. 
A han dfu l of foes pou n ded all 
aftern oon again st the adv isabil­ 
ity an d legality of his appoin t­ 
m en t. Their attack reached a 
climax when Sen ator Bu rke (D., 
Neb.) declared two m en n ow in 
W ashin gton were ready to testi­ 
fy they witn essed the in itiation 
of Black in to the K lan m an y 
y ears ago. 
Black’s su pporters did n ot re­ 
ply directly . Dr. H iram W. Ev ­ 
an s, im perial wizard of the Klan , 
had said earlier in A tlan ta th a t 
Black was n ot a K lan sm an . 
Bu rke afterw ard refu sed to 
discu ss the K lan charge fu rther 
or to disclose the n am es of the 
men to whom he had referred.

decided it m u st hav e been an 
airplan e. 
B arter islan d is on the 144th 
m eridian , 300 miles east of B ar­ 
row. The search was halted from 
here y esterday by storm y w eath­ 
er.

The spot is 17 5 miles east of 
the 148 th m eridian , alon g which 
the six airm en plan n ed to fly 
en rou te here on a 4,000 mile hop 
across the N orth Pole from Mos­ 
cow. 
Ran dall, who is fly in g a plan e 
phartered by the Sov iet embassy 
in W ashin gton , reported from 
Barrow the n oise heard by the 
Eskimos “m ight hav e been the 
Ru ssian plan e.” 
Non e of the n ativ es told of 
seein g the plan e. 
Ran dall, fly in g throu gh m u r­ 
ky clou ds, cov ered the coast lin e 
between Herschel islan d to Poin t 
Barrow, Alaska’s n orthern m ost 
tip, a distan ce of ov er 450 miles. 
He said he lan ded “wherev er 
I cou ld fin d a'n ativ e to talk to.” 
The Sov iet plan e, piloted by 
the “Ru ssian Lin dbergh,” Sigis- 
m u n d Lev an effsky , an d carry ­ 
in g fiv e others was last heard 
from shortly after it crossed the 
pole early Friday . 
Awaitin g clearin g w eather here 
to resu m e searchin g was Jim m y 
M attern , n oted American fly er, 
aw aited clearin g w eather here 
to sta rt his pa rt of the search.

p riv ate activ ity . Paternalistic p ro tectio n can be 
carried to a p o int wh ere free p lay o f ind iv id u al 
ju d gment is wip ed o u t and stagnatio n resu lts. 
It is a p o p u lar p o litical p ractice to cru sad e 
against th e cap italistic sy stem and secu rity ex ­ 
ch anges wh ich are th e market p laces fo r p ri­ 
v ate cap ital as it flo ws into p ro d u ctiv e emp lo y ­ 
m ent in ev ery line o f ind u stry . 
Unless we are 
read y to ad o p t th e so cialistic th eo ry o f go v ern­ 
m ent and wip e o u t all p riv ate cap ital, and ev ery ­ 
bo d y wo rk fo r th e state, we mu st h av e secu rity 
ex ch anges (free markets) and a co ntinu o u s o p ­ 
p o rtu nity fo r th e ind iv id u al to inv est h is o wn 
u p th e so u rces o f emp lo y ment th ro u gh th eir 
sav ings as h e sees fit. Oth erwise, we will freeze 
inability to secu re new mo ney fo r imp ro v ements, 
ex tensio ns and rep airs necessary to keep abreast 
o f th e times and m aintain p ay ro lls. 
Ev en th e p o litician wh o wo u ld h am string cap i­ 
tal, d ep end s u p o n th e ind u stries wh ich cap ital 
maintains, fo r th e tax mo ney wh ich p ay s th e 
p o litician’s salary as well as all o f h is p o litical 
bills.
